“For 
many 
years,” he said, “the 
! democratic party was one of opposi- 
| tion, devoted to destructive attack and 
j barren 
of 
constructive 
suggestion. 
Hungry for office, impatient of author­ 
ity, it constituted a force that seemed 
certain to go to pieces whenever it 
tried to go forward. 
Achieved 
the 
Seemingly 
Impossible. 
"With its accession to power, some 
of us expected four years of futility, 
iii plac** of which its accomplishments 
and actions have surprised its adver­ 
saries. 
The president has achieved 
the seemingly impossible. 
'As to the statement that [’resident 
Wilson played politics in the railroad 
negotiations for ail eight-liour day by 
the 
brotherhoods 
in Washington, I 
. once stated, and now reaffirm, that. 
my opinion is that he used his best 
| judgment in doing as he did. 
“No one could fairly accuse him of 
playing politics, and, while my views 
did not correspond with his, I concede 
that his motives were honest. He did 
| not carry the burden of the railroads 
' or the claims of the brotherhoods as 
his load. 
He carried that of the peo­ 
ple of the United States. 
“The misrepresentations of the bro­ 
therhoods, which he mistook for truth, 
moved him to action. 
His eminent 
fairness is shown in the personnel of 
the commission that is to study the 
working of the experiment and his ap­ 
pointment of the* committee on nation- 
I a1 defense, which, with but one excep­ 
tion, could not be improved on.” 
Eight-Hour Law Past Discussion. 
When asked his opinion 
of 
the 
eight-hour law, Mr. Underwood said: 
"What matters how I or anyone else 
feels? The eight-hour law is past dis­ 
cussion. 
The republican 
party, 
as 
well as the democratic party, advo­ 
cate it. Whether we like it or not it’s 
here, to be lived up to .<o long as it is 
the law of the land.” 
"It doesn’t matter so much about 
causes,” he continued. “Prosperity is 
here. 
It must depend for its contin­ 
uance largely on our courage, initia­ 
tive and enterprise, and not on poli­ 
ticians or political parties.

“Possibly the consequences may not 
be so far remote as some of our paci­ 
fist friends seem to think. Adequate 
preparedness for national defense is 
the commonest kind of common sense 
"I think the president found the safe 
middle ground between the ‘mush’ and 
‘militarism.’ 
“Criticism front the republican side 
of the Wilson preparedness program 
seem inconsistent. 
The Spanish war 
in 1898 developed the weakness of 
our military system, but nothing to 
remedy it was done during the years 
prior to the present administration, 
which inherited a chaotic state from 
its political ancestry.”

As he returned 
he was met by one or more of the 
supposed murderers and, in the dark­ 
ness outside of his home, engaged in a 
revolver duel with them. 
The deed at once was placed at the 
door of men who had been prosecuted 
byT McDaniel and who had sworn veil 
geance against him in numerous let 
ters received by him shortly bef ort 
the murder. 
Concerning one of the 
letters he said to a friend, a few hour* 
before his wife was found beaten and 
bleeding: 
Was Carrying a Revolver. 
“Ever since I received that letter, i 
have been carrying a revolver, and I 
am especially careful if I do go out al 
night never to be alone, and 
I 
an 
avoiding all alleys and questionable 
places. I have even thought of a body 
guard, but decided it was not neces 
sary.” 
A coroner’s jury was unable to fix 
blame, but on Sept. 24, Bart M. Lock­ 
wood, 
special 
prosecutor, 
former 
schoolmate of McDaniel and his life 
long friend, basing 
his action upon 
the findings 
of 
private 
detectives, 
swore out a warrant 
charging 
first 
degree murder against McDaniel. 
In 
jail the accused man protested his in­ 
nocence, declared that the action was 
i political 
frame-up 
to 
injure 
his 
campaign for 
re-election 
as county 
prosecutor, and that the only result 
would 
be 
the 
blackening 
of 
his 
wife’s and his own names. 
The testimony Mr. Lockwood had 
discovered was presented to a grand 
jury, and, after two wrecks of consid­ 
eration, an indictment charging mur- 
ler in the first degree 
was reached. 
McDaniel was 
released 
on 
bail of 
150,000 fixed at his preliminary* and 
a speedy trial wras demanded so that 
“his name could 
be cleared before 
the election.” 
The 
evidence 
against 
McDaniel 
which resulted in the indictment was 
briefed by Mr. Lockwood, before the 
judge who admitted the prosecutor to 
bail, as follows: 
Scream at McDaniel Home.

GOOD STAR i rOR T H E LAMBS 


Something New — Something Different Always 


Provide Creep to Protect Trough for 
Exclusive Use of Youngsters— 
Give Mixture of Grain. 


(By H. I.. GARRIGUS, Connecticut E x ­ 
periment Station.) 
A creep or hurdle should be a r ­ 
ranged to protect a trough in which is 
kept for tile exclusive use of the 
lambs, a supply of mixed grain. This 
should consist of corn, five p a rts ; oats. 
two p a rts ; bran, two parts, aud oil 
meal, one part. 
Some fine clover or 
alfalfa hay should also be accessible. 
The ewes should be encouraged to 
keep up a good flow of milk, as this, 
too. is an important factor in the de­ 
velopment of a good lamb. 
Lambs reared in this way are less 
apt to suffer from stomach w orm s; 
command a higher price per pound.

cents and lambs touching $12.10 per 
hundred on foot and wholesale should 
result in more interest in sheep hus­ 
bandry, particularly where tin* labor 
problem is a serious one aud the need 
of some kind of live stock is felt.
